To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 

Horncastle  Urban  District  Council* 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1962, 

The  regular  index  of  prosperity  - the  birth  rate  remains  high  whilst 
the  deaths  although  higher  than  the  all-time  low  of  a year  or  two  back, 
are  only  about  two-thirds  of  the  births.  That  a community,  whose 
papers  have  so  recently  been  filled  with  terror  stories  of  the  threat  of 
atomic  war,  should  steadily  reafira  its  faith  that  the  world  is  still  a 
fit  place  into  which  babies  should  be  born,  is  good.  We  must  press  ahead 
with  the  necessities  for  good  home  life  for  these  yougsters  - decent 
homes,  playing  facilities  and  thence  to  education.  Both  in  home  and 
school  the  adult/ child  relation  is  most  important*  In ' that,  the  "Mothers 
Club"  to  help  parents  to  understand  their  relations  with  their  children, 
is  a welcome  introduction  as  is  the  new  special  school.  With  the  opening 
of  this  and  the  new  buildings  of  the  Secondary  Modern  School,  Horncastle 
has  advanced  greatly  in  its  ability  to  help  the  young  people  of  the 
district.  In  a smaller,  quieter  way,  because  there  are  fewer  of  them, 
those  who  are  not  for  the  present  able  to  cope  with  normal  school  life 
or  even  the  easier  pace  of  St.  Lawrence’s,  are  having  training  and 
recreation  at  the  Training  Centre  and  are  gathered  up  from  their  homes  by 
minibus  whilst  parents  are  enabled  to  lead  a more  normal  life  during 
the  school  hours. 

Arrangements  were  planned  during  the  year  for  the  reorganisation  of 
the  County  Health  Services  with  the  effect  that  from  Ma.y  1963  all 
Assistant  Medical  Officers  will  have  their  County  time  divided  between 
Child  Welfare  Centres  and  Schools  in  place  of  the  previous  division 
between  Infant  'Welfare  and  School  Medical  Officers.  In  addition,  from 
October  I become  also  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Welton  Rural 
District  Council.  The  effect  of  these  changes  in  Horncastle  is  that 
the  School  Clinic  is  now  merged  with  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  with 
two  extra  sessions  a month,  principally  for  examining  toddlers. 

The  increased  time  for  these  and  other  clinics  have  to  be  found  by 
reduction  in  area  for  school  medical  inspections.  Thus  it  is  hoped  to 
build  up  a more  intimate  knowledge  of  a smaller  number  of  children  and 
their  families,  as  is  usual  in  other  Counties.  Necessarily,  it  follows 
that  work  is  now  more  routine  and  less  time  is  available  for  the 
acquisition  of  knowledge  other  than  that  specifically  required  by  the 
County. 

It  is  to  be  noted  in  the  appended  annual  report  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  that  no  works  are  required  to  be  done  to  sewers  or  sewage 
disposal  plant  for  public  health  reasons. 
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This  is  an  important  comment  since  the  Rivers  Board  is  pressing 
for  a high  standard  of  sewage  effluent,  and  it  m ay  ultimately  be  necessary 
to  spend  considerable  sums,  not  in  the  direct  interest  of  the  health  of 
the  public  of  Horncastle,  but  to  preserve  amenity  value  of  the  rivers, 
which  is  indirectly  a genuine  form  of  public  health  measure  in  these 
days  when  so  much  emphasis  is  laid  upon  mental  health  and  the  need  for 
outdoor  recreation*

Preventive  Measures 
(i)  Specific  diseases. 


No  new  preventive  treatments  v/ere  introduced  during  the  year,  but 
manor  adjustments  are  made  in  the  actual  immunizing  agents  and  in  the 
choice  of  age  of  the  child  to  obtain  the  best  immunity  with  the  least 
discomfort.  Of  these,  the  most  important  from  parents  point  of  view  is 
the  postponement  of  smallpox  vaccination  to  the  second  year  of  life. 
Indeed,  many  Medical.  Officers  of  Health  are  convinced  that  they  can  so 
effectively  place  a barrier  of  isolation  and  vaccination  round  any 
imported  case  of  smallpox  that  the  risk  of  spread  is  negligible.  Others, 
however,  point  out  the  extreme  rarity  of  serious  reaction  to  routine 
infant  vaccination  and  claim  that  the  quicker  and  superior  immunity 
following  re-vaccination,  if  the  need  arises,  still  justifies  the  view 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  a high  proportion  of  infants  should  be 
vaccinated. 


At  the  time  of  writing,  rival  claims  are  being  made  for  a 
quadruple  vaccine  against  polio,  diphtheria.,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough 
on  the  one  hand  and  simultaneous  dosing  with  oral  polio  vaccine  and 
injection  against  the  other  three. 

Either  would  be  of  great  value  in  areas  of  space  population  and 
poor  transport,  since  they  reduce  the  number  of  attendances  from  six  to 
three.  \ 
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Even  this  is  unreasonable  for  a mother  with  several  young  children,  if  she 
has  far  to  travel  by  public  transport  and  all-out  drives  are  necessary  to 
keep  the  protected  proportion  of  the  child  population  up  to  the  dafety 
level. 


fua  unsatisfactory  proportion  of  children  are  not  immunized  before 
reaching  school,  at  which  age,  a series  of  three  injections  causes 
appreciably  more  upset,  both  physical  and  mental  than  if  it  had  been  done 
earlier.  I appreciate  that  it  is  easier  for  the  mother,  but  it  is  hardly 
fear  to  the  child. 

The  most  favoured  procedure  at  present,  especially  for  children 
living  within  easy  access  of  a clinic  or  surgery,  is  three, monthly,  doses 
of  oral  polio  vaccine,  followed  by  three  monthly  doses  of  triple  vaccine 
and  concluding  at  a.  little  over  a year  old  with  smallpox  vaccination. 

If  then  children  who  had  had  this  programme  had  a single  dose  of 
triple  vaccine  e.t  between  18  months  and  three  years  and  a further  booster 
against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  at  school  entry,  one  could  almost  guarantee 
against  an  outbreak  of  these  diseases. 

(ii)  General  Preventive  Measures 

These  comprise  the  provision  of  adequate  food,  drink,  work  and  play 
in  proper  conditions.  In  this,  as  a nation,  we  are  slipping  badly.  Pood 
and  drink  ore  available  in  abundance  but  not  always  the  wisdom  of 
moderation.  Gradually  the  danger  of  obesity  is  being  realized  but  rarely 
before  serious  injury  to  health  has  been  done.  For  once  I agree  with  the 
fashion  writers  in  urging  the  beauty  of  the  slim  figure,  but  in  the  age  of 
motor  car  and  television  there  is  all  too  little  exercise  taken  to  maintain 
the  muscles  built  in  youth. 

Much  has  been  spoken  and  written  against  cigarette  smoking  in 
recent  years,  firstly  upon  the  relationship  between  smoking  and  lung 
cancer  and  more  recently  upon  coronary  thrombosis  bronchitis  and  other 
diseases.  It  is  inportant  to  attach  known  causes  of  disease  by  education 
and  it  is  essential  that  a.  determined  drive  be  started  in  schools  and 
teacher  training  colleges.

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Control  and  Protection  of  Foodstuffs 


The  standard  of  animal  health  is  such  that  no  tuberculosis  beast 
was  slaughtered  during  the  year  and  only  six  pigs  out  of  1754  v/ere  found 
to  be  infected.  The  manufacturers  of  animal  feeding  stuffs  have  become 
well  aware  of  the  risks  inherent  in  certain  raw  materials  and  are  meeting 
them  appropriately.  This  has  reduced  the  incidence  of  food-borne  infections 
amongst  poultry  and  other  indoor  animals,  so  that  the  principal  reservoir 
of  food  poisoning  organisms  may  well  be  humans  themselves,  infected  perhaps 
rarely  from  animal  sources,  but  remaining  a carrier  dangerous  if  involved 
in  food  preparation  without  taking  due  care.  This  is  most  likely  to 
occur  domestically  where  food  preparation  must  go  on  in  most  homes  in  the 
same  room  as  laundering,  which  may  contaminate  sinks,  bowls,  hands, 
clothes  and  atmosphere  if  one  child  should  bring  home  an  infection. 

This  all  too  often  has  been  the  start  of  a family  out-break.  Fortunately 
Horncastle  has  been  free  of  such  troubles  this  year. 

There  was  also  a very  modest  amount  of  tinned  and  similar  unfit 
foods  voluntarily  surrendered  as  unfit. 

Almost  the  whole  milk  supply  is  pasteurized  in  either  of  two  large 
plants,  allowing  of  ready  bulk  control  and  the  campaign  against  brucellosis 
in  cattle  is  going  ahead  satisfactorily.  As  untreated  milk  becomes  harder 
to  get,  and  probably  dearer,  than  heat-treated,  this  disease  which  is 
already  rare,  will  become  almost  confined  to  those  in  direct  contact 
with  the  animals.

Public  Swimming  Bath 


This  is  being  developed  as  finances  permit.  The  present  system 
is  to  fill  with  chlorinated  river  water,  and  to  continuously  chlorinate 
and  circulate  the  water.  This  maintained  a regular  residuum  of  free 
chlorine  throughout  the  pool  but  the  absence  of  a filter  results  in  a 
lade  of  clarity  of  the  water.  The  frequency  of  changing  water  depends 
upon  the  usage  and  the  amount  of  sunshine. 
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Water  Supply 


The  Minister  has  now  confirmed  the  East  Lincolnshire  Water  Board 
Order  which  will  on  1st  April,  196-4-  take  over  the  responsibility  for 
the  distribution  of  water  in  and  around  Horncastle.  The  campaign  for 
the  correction  of  fluoride  deficiency  in  local  water  supplies  is 
supported  by  the  County  Council  and  this  Council  but  no  progress  has 
been  made  due  to  public  apathy  and  official  pro -occupation  with  the 
problems  of  forming  the  new  board.  It  seems  certain  that  if 
fluoridation  is  to  be  carried  out,  it  will  require  concerted  action  of  all 
the  constituent  authorities  since  it  will  be  practicable  to  treat  the 
water  for  one  district  and  not  another. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

YThilst  there  has  been  no  groat  problem  in  getting  sewage  to  the  works, 
the  existing  plant  needs  radical  improvement  or  complete  replacement  if 
it  is  to  constantly  produce  effluent  of  Royal  Commission  standards. 

Housing 

The  new  dwellings  referred  to  last  year  were  completed  and  occupied 
and  showed  up  very  well  in  the  following  exceptional  winter.  The 
Council  meanwhile  has  been  engaged  on  preliminary  work  for  a further 
phase  of  building,  whilst  a limited  but  encouraging  amount  of  private 
building  took  place. 

Clean  Air  Act 

No  official  action  was  envisaged,  since  the  whole  of  Horncastle  would 
be  involved.  Nevertheless  a substantial  number  of  homes  are  fitted  with 
deep  grates  adapted  for  burning  coke  or  coalite  and  shortage  of  these 
fuels  may  limit  the  extension  of  their  use.  Meanwhile , it  is  comforting 
to  acknowledge  that  in  Horncastle  the  deaths  due  to  bronchitis  and 
pneumonia  are  a much  smaller  proportion  of  the  total  than  in  the  national 
proportion. 

National  Assistance  Act,  19A8«  Section  A 7 

This  section,  as  amended,  was  involved  to  hospitalize  an  old  lady  who 
was  ill  and  unable  to  express  willingness  for  admission.  As  a result 
she  had  a cataract  operation  and  returned  much  improved.
